The 
skull was fractured and there were marks 
of blows upon his head and face. The 
knuckles of both hands were raw and 
bloody, the skin having béen rubbed or 
beaten off. It was evident that a crime 
had been committed. 

The man was already in his death 
throes and beyond the power of saying 
who had been his assailant. In answer 
to his inquiries the doctor was told that 
the man’s name was John McDade. He 
had registered at the hotel wo days 
before. He had been seen that night in 
the saloon on the southeast corner of 
Broadway and Thirteenth street—a notor- 
fous place. An hour or two later his body 
was found by a fireman in the stable 
adjoining the engine house at Thirteenth 
street, near Fourth avenue. Thedistance 
from the hotel or the saloon to the stable 
‘was very short and the body could easily 
have Deen carried there. 

The doctor made a close examination of 


man had been murdered. The injuries 
he had received were undoubtedly caused 
by blows, and could not have resulted 
from a fall. The hotel people insisted 
that he must have fallen down stairs 
while drunk and then have wandered 
into the stable. The doctor saw that this 
would have been a physical impossibility. 
He inquired among the guests and ser- 
vants and soon learned enough of the 
truth to enable him to explain the crime 
and to know how it had been committed. 
This was what he learned: 

ile in the saloon on the corner 
“McDade met a woman with whom he 
‘drank several times. Sbe accom: panied 
him to the hotel. While there she-was 
recognized by a former pa:amour, who 
set upon McDade. The latter fought sav- 
agely, but the other man was joined by 
friends, who overpot ered McDade. They 
lifted him bodily and endeavored to 
throw him over the balustrade. He 
caught hold of it and clung to it for dear 
life. Then they pounded him on the face 
and head and beat and bruised his knuck- 
les until he was forced to let go. He 
dropped down one flight into the hall 
below. His assassins went down and 
examined his body. Satisfied that he was 
done for and would never be able to give 
an account of his injuries, they carried 
the body over to the stable and deposited 
it there. 

The doctor wrote a letter to the Coro- 
ner’s office stating what he had learned 
and requesting that he be summoned as a 
witness for the people at the inquest. 
Several days later he was notified to 
appear. He did so. Upon being called 
to the witness stand he started to testify 
as to how he had found the body and 
what had been the result of his investiga- 
tions. * 

Here, sir!“ interrupted the Coroner, 
“when I want your opinions I will ask 
you forthem, You answer the questions 
I put toyou. Where was the deceased 
when you found him?’ 

He was lying on a cot in a back room 
on the third floor of the Anthony House,

Silence, sir,“ thundered the Coroner 
again; ‘‘you confine your testimony to 
what will answer my questions. He had 
a fracture at the base of his skull, didn’t 
he??? 

„Mes: and bruises on his head and face.

Again the Coroner interfered. He had 
for reasons best known to himself, 
determined to hush the matter up and he 
quietiy choked off the doctor’s testimony. 
The doctor was told to step down and was 
quietly hustled outoftheroom. Nothing 
was ever heard of the matter again. 

When William H. Vanderbilt died 
Coroner Messemer made the cxamination 
and gave the official permit. His action 
made him extremely unpopular with his 
confreres, because he had not atthe time 
been on duty and had taken upon himself 
the task that, by agreement among ith: 
four Coroners, belonged to Coroner Ecn- 
nedy. The feeling against him was 


intensely bitter, and but for the promi- 


nence of the dead man’s family it would 
very probably have resulted in a wrangle 
for the ;ossession of the body. It was 
then common talk among the politicians 
and newspaper men, who knew that the 
Coroner who was there first had been

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"Instances of a Monomania among Men | 


for Agnoying Women.

is well known to the medical faculty. 
The disease ig a monomania whose chief 
istic is morbid thoughts and 

| feelings and unnatural conduct toward 
theothersex. The last takes all sorts of 
forme but seldom expresses itself in homi- 
W actions, In a recent case here in 
ew York the monomanidt tock an 
ight in promenading Broadway 
when it was crowded with shoppers and 
thréwing smalt quantities of oil of vitriol 
on bandsome silk dress he walked 


before he was caught by Inspector Byrnes 
on Fourteenth street. Similar to this 
case was that of a young man who 
prowled. Broadway near Thirty-fourth 
street some six years ago and squirted 
kerosene oil upon the clothes of well- 
dressed and fine-looking women. He was 
also apprehended after considerable hard 
work on the part of the police and I think 
by Inspector, then Captain, Williams. An 
interesting case in which the disease took 
a ridiculous turn was in Chicago. Here 
an old bachelor found a morbid pleasure 
in stealing shoes from women. He would 
only take one shoe and that one the left 
if he could get it, and it made no àiffer- 
ence to him whether the woman was old 
or young, rich or poor, pretty or ugly. 
Upon the man's death, his diary disclosed 
over two hundred thefts of this class and 
in his bureau and trunks were more than 
ninety shoes and slippers he had stolen 
from the other sex. 

“Two cases recorded by the French 
authorities verge upon the sentimental. 


In one the monomaniac had a craze for. 


ribbons. around women’s necks, and 
would resort to assault and battery to 
obtain them if he could not do it by craft 
or address. In the other, the man’s weak- 
ness was locks of hair. He went pro- 
vided with barbers’ scissors, and when- 
ever the opportunity presented itself 
would relieve aluckless woman of a hand- 
ful of hair. Both of these fellows care- 
fully preserved their spoils and kept 
them arranged and labeled in a way that 
wou. d do credit to ascientifie cabinet. 

Two other instances, one in Berlin and 
the other in Vienna, were of a very differ- 
ent nature. In each of these the maniac 
assumed a set of clothes that were almost 
a disguise; Gonsisting of a slouched hat 
pulled down over the face and a military 
cloak drawn up around the neck until 
the collar nearly met the hat brim. Thus 
attired, they would start out in quest of 
victims. When an attractive woman 
approached, they would hide themselves 
behind a tree or projecting building, and 
if the coast was clear as she passed, glide 
noiselessiy behind her and stab her in the 
arm or back with a sharp penknife. The 
wound was always painful, seldom dan- 

a@zerous and never fatal. Both of these 
wretches were captured finally by the 
police and convicted by the courts. They 
were examined after the trial by expert 
alienists and pronounced insane, They 
were sent to asylums for insane criminais 
and died not long afterward from paresis. 

A common form of the disease which is 
found in nearly all large asylums, is 
where the victim imagines himself the 
object c* the admiration and passion of 
numberless beautiful women. I recall 
one case where the patient, who was seem- 
ingly sane in all other respects, kept a 
diary of the imaginary women who visitsd 
him hourly, and who spent all his leisure 
time in writing love letters of the most 
intense type to himself from his fancied 
paramours and admirers. 

“Dr. Bronardel, a distinguished physi- 
cian and writer of Paris, has given this 
subject great studyand has collected a 
vast number ofcases. He instances not 
less than seven men who killed women or 
children while under the impetus of 
mania, and five of the six mutilated the 
corpses in th€ same loathsome way as is 
done by the Whitechapel fiend. 
the seven, a quiet and well-educated man 
named Menesclon, confessed to tke 
authorities that he Knew perfectly well 
what he was doing when he murdered his 
victims and suffered the pangs of remorse 
du as weil as after the commission of 
the 33 that he was seized with an 
irresistible frenzy to kill which he could 
not control. 


j 
The monomania to inflict pain and shed 


blood is much more common. In the 
past six years three men have been con- 
victed in Strasburg and two in Paris of 
making passes at women with sharp, 
steel pointed canes. 


„These monomanias make their appear- | 


ance usually toward the commencement 
of general paralysis or paresis—in other 
words, toward the close of the sufferer’s 
life. Attheoutset he generally displays 
the remarkable cunning and quickness 
for which crazy people are noted. This 
disappears as the disease progresses, and 
the brain becomes more and more 


impaired. In many cases the perpetrator | 
of this kind of crime is never detected 
and dies a few months or a year after- 


wards in some hospital or asylum. In all 
probability the Whitechapel murderer is 
a monomaniac of this class, who, if he is 
captured will probably cheat the gallows 
by the natural progress of his disease.”’

San Francisco, Nov. 23.— The 
sjeamer Rio De Janeiro arrived 
from Hong Kong and Yokohoma 
to-day.

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A Switchmen’s Strike. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 23. — The 
strike of the railroad switchmen is 
taking an ugly phase. Not a sin- 
gle switch engine in the city was 
moved this morning. In the freight 
yards everything is in confusion; 
the morning trains were abandoned 
half made up, or not made up at 
all. In all the yards business was 
ata complete standstill. In several 
places the engineers and firemen 


or other employes were pressed in 
service and tried to go on with the 
work, but the strikers interfered 
and successfully prevented the - 
parture of any trains. The = 
neers and firemen are in sym 
with the switchmen, and ma 5 yen 
attempt to man their engines. In 
nearly every instance they have 
— work, run their engines into 
eir stalls, and drew their engines 
when the switchmen requested. 
All the ferenoon the strikers have 
been going in gangs from one yard 
to anoth*r and warning applicants 
for work that if they undertook to 
touch the switch engines they 
would be handled roughly.
